HOPI INDIAN 


SNAKE DANCE 


(By E. A. MacMillan) 


Sfaaungapavi. the well known Hopi 
and Chautauqua lecturer, furnished 
the writer, some years ago, a very 
.vivid word picture of the snake dance 
with* is still practiced 
among his 
people in the southwest 
The origin of this weird and uncan­ 
ny ceremonial Ie shrouded in the mys­ 
ticism of the dim past. Today IU cele­ 
bration is in reality a prayer for rain, 
and the belief In its efficacy is proverb 
ta t 
q 
Three different snakes are used, the 
rattlesnake, the bull and the 
whip 
snakes. The last two are not venem- 
ous. Rarely are the participants bit­ 
ten by the rattlers, doe no doubt to 
the careful handling of them and to 
the “herding” of them from the time 
of capture to that of the dance. 
The ceremony is divided into sever­ 
al complicated secret rites being the 
gathering of the snakes from far and 
near, the making of a sand altar, the 
washing and cleansing of the snakes, 
the weird and awful snake drama and 
lastly the races which are held on the 
morning of the public dance of the 
Snake clan of the tribe. 
It appears 
that 
two 
clans—the 
Snake and the Antelope—participate 
In the opening service. The Antelopes 
are first to appear clad in the para­ 
phernalia of their clan, fully painted 
and march to the ceremonial grounds. 
They march Tour times around, stamp­ 
ing on a boatd placed in the east for 
the purpose, in notification to a1! that 
the demand for rain is to be made. 
After this they form along the south 
side and sound the rattles when the 
Snake performers appear and face the 
Antelopes. The formal dance opens 
and intensifies in volume as the time 
progresses. When the performers be­ 
gin leaping, the snake dancers form 
In groups of three and begin leaping 
and hopping until they reach a hut at 
the east side where are concealed the 
snakes 


sons chosen for that duty. As each per­ 
former kneels a snake is passed to him 
and he grasps it in his mouth and ris­ 
ing begins the circling of the ground. 
Each in turn receives his snake, and 
must encircle the ground four times. 
When the circling has been completed 
the performer drops his snake and 
the snake passers picks them up and 
returns them to the hut. 
During the progress of the encir­ 
cling of the grounds women dressed 
in the costume of the tribe stand near 
the circle and scatter sacred corn 
meal over the performers. 
After this part of the ceremony has 
been completed and all the snakes 
have made the circle of the grounds a 
picture is made on the ground in the 
sacred meal from which the priests be­ 
lieve they will be able to tell the re­ 
sult of the ceremony and especially 
after the snakes have Indicated—aft­ 
er having been placed on the meal— 
what the God of Rain has told the 
snakes to do. 
After this service has# been com­ 
pleted, a wild scramble ensues 
in 
which all the snakes are caught and 
the performers are seen running in all 
directions each with a snake. After 
reaching a considerable distance from 
the ground the snakes are released 
and the performers return to the hut 
where an emetic drink is administer­ 
ed to each and a thorough purification 
of the body ensues. 
The ceremony closed with a great 
tribal feast, the celebration of many 
games, the exchange of trinkets all 
indulged in by the tribe.

Washington. Oct. IP.—Conservative 
expressions cf Democrats known to 
he in close sympathy with tbs Admin­ 
istration today led the general belief 
that the path of, the currency bill has 
been smoothed out, at least for a 
time. Apparently there is to be no at­ 
tempt to hurry the senate unduly in 
Its work unless conditions should de­ 
velop in the banking and Currency 
coqunktee that threatened to defeat 
or greatly delay legislation. 
While President Wilson wants ear­ 
ly action on the Class bill, close 
friends o fohe Administration are mak­ 
ing it clear now that they do not draw 
an arbitrary line at Dec. I as the date 
for its passage. 
Senator Hoke Smith of Georgia to­ 
day said the passage of 'the bill in 
January would be as much an admin­ 
istration victory as its enactment in 
November, and the same view is held 
by many other Senate Democrats, who 
are counselling the Administration 
against drawing party lines on the hill 
or attempting to prevent reasonable 
debate. 
While the special session of con­ 
gress ends Nov. 30 and the regular 
winter session begins (Dec. I, the trans 
ition will make no change in the stat* 
us of the currency bill and will not af­ 
fect the Senate’s work on it. The sen­ 
ate committee today arranged its pro­ 
gram of hearings to cover the time up 
to Oct. 25. 
The general purposes of the admin­ 
istration hill were indorsed today be­ 
fore the senate committee by James 
G. Cannon, president of the Fourth 
National Bank of New York, and A 
F. Dawson, president of the first Na­ 
tional 'Bank of Davehport Iowa. Both 
asserted the bill was designed to rem­ 
edy in a large measure the defects in 
the present financial system. Both rec­ 
ommended a number of amendments. 
Senator Smith, speaking of the meas 
ure, said: 
‘The enactment of a currency law is 
one of the biggest pieces of legislation 
with which congress >bas ever been 
confronted. I think a majority of the 
Senators have come to accept the 
principle of government supervision 
as absolutely essential. The bill prob­ 
ably will reach the senate about the 
middle of November and be thoroughly 
debated. 
“it will not be an Administration de­ 
feat if the bill is not passed this ses­ 
sion, or lf it is changed considerably 
from the house bill. To obtain cur­ 
rency reform within a few months will 
he a splendid victory for Prebident 
Wilson as well as congress.”

Centenary of Birth af Lyman Tram toll 
Chicago. 111., Oct 
ll.—Tomorrow 
will be the 100th anniversary of the 
birth of Lyman Trumbull, 
who for 
many years was a conspicuous figure 
in public life in Illinois. Born in Col­ 
chester, Conn., Oct. 12,1813, Mr. Tram 
hull received his education in his na­ 
tive state, practiced la* for a time in 
Georgia and then settled at Belleville 
111. In 1841 he became secretary of 
state and seven years later waselected 
one of the jus:ices of the (Illinois su­ 
preme court He was elected as a 
Democratic representative in the 34th 
Congress in 1854, and the next year 
was elected United Stages senator, de­ 
feating James Shields, Gov. Matteson 
and Abraham 'Lincoln. Always a Dem­ 
ocrat, he left his party however, on 
the slavery question and was twice 
elected as a Republican senator. Some 
years after the war he returned to 
the Democratic party. During his sen­ 
atorial career of 18 years he 
was 
chairman of the judiciary committee. 
He was the author of the civil rights 
bill and framed the 13t hand 14th 
amendments. He voted against the im­ 
peachment 
of 
President 
Johnson, 
which action caused him to be defeat­ 
ed for re-election. Senator Trumbull’s 
death occurred in this city June 25, 
1894. 


COMBINED FORCES 
I WILL FIGHT BOOTLEGGER 


Ardmore, Oct. 18.—Federal District 
Attorney Hayden Linebaugh and Unit­ 
ed States Marshal B. A. Enloe are 
combining their forces with those of 
the county attorneys and sheriifc in 
the counties of the eastern district, to 
eliminate the whisky traffic. In coun­ 
ties where the county officers will co­ 
operate with 'hem they will make it 
hard sledding for dealers in liquor. 
Prosecution in the county court is 
not a bar against prosecution in the 
federal court. After trials on whisky 
charges in the county courts, the rec­ 
ords in the cases will be taken to the 
United States commissioners and war­ 
ranty charging the defendants with 
violation of the federal law against the 
introduction of whisky wilPbe sworn 
out, and the alleged violators will be 
tried in both courts. 
Mr. Linebaugh stated that in 
in­ 
stances where witnesses, were out of 
the state, that he would take the cases 
and compel (the attendance of wit­ 
nesses under the federal laws, and 
where cases can be best handled in 
the counties, the county attorneys 
will take the cases. It was brought 
out in the conference that many con­ 
victions are evaded from two causes. 
One of these causes is perjury, and 
the other cause is the getting of wit­ 
nesses out of the way. Prosecutions 
for perjury will be made a specialty 
and with the help of the federal au­ 
thorities no amount of money or time 
will be spared in bringing witnesses 
hack who run away to evade the wit­ 
ness stand. 
This combination of forces will be 
hard to handle and the whisky traf­ 
fic wig receive its hardest blow from 
that source.
